TRE.WRECK OF THE ‘EUROPA,’ 

The Japan Muil.of the 17th instant gives 
the following account of the wreck of . the 
Europa :—-Further details as to the wreck 
of tho whaler Europa, on Kuuashiri, have 
beon’ obtained from. the ‘oaptain.of tho 
vessol, whe arrived here on- Sunday last 
from Bakodate..

The trip 
was a pleasant ‘one, and oventually tho ship 
started northward. from Saipau,' ono. of tho 
Mariana ‘or Ladrone Islauds, having on 
board ‘about 4,600 gallons of oil, .. The 
Captain meant to :pass into the Okhotsk 
Sea through the Pico Channel, but. the 
wenther was extremoly unfavourable .and 
he was kept dodying about for thres days 
in the, bight formed by the east coast of 
Kunashiri.
